Bob Hallet, in his article (p. 20) raises the question 
about SCCS numbers for "modified" cards and sug- 
gests re-numbering to accommodate them. Donald 
Hitchcox raised this question to me in a letter earli- 
er this year. My answer is still the same: If the card 
is a variation of a previous card and IF "we" choose 
to include it in the SCCS numbering system, what is 
the basis? Is a card produced by a "security printer" 
modified by (?) and released after the original 
release, a new card (with a new number), a modi- 
fied card with a modified number (small letter fol- 
lowing), or an "unrecognized" card? We seem to 
have become the recipients of a plethora of cards in 
the recent past including an incredible quantity this 
year which—with ever increasing prices—seem to,

in my opinion, foretell of the end of the "small" col- 
lector who can't afford to keep up. How many peo- 
ple do you know that once collected U.S. stamps (or 
any other country) but have "given up" because of 
the quantity and/or price (need I add quality?) of 
the new issues? 


In that regard, | wonder how many members fol- 
lowed Art Benjamin's logic (p. 3 this issue) and suc- 
cumbed to the latest ABNCo offering? I didn't. I 
love intaglios and swam into the bank note series 
that ABNCo offered last year. I think I was more 
interested in the "story" behind the notes. But what 
do we now have? Souvenir cards that are not "sou- 
venirs" of anything? Self-proclaimed "limited edi- 
tions" that at the maximum are to be printed in "no 
more than 700 copies." This at a time when the BEP 
produces 2,000 cards and can't fill the orders for 
them! How many “hard core" collectors are out 
there? I'm not a dealer or in the card production 
business, but I do know from talking with the print- 
er of this Journal that the more copies I print, the 
cost per copy goes down (although, obviously, the 
total cost goes up). 


Therefore, it seems to me, that if I wished to sell a 
product I would make the best I could and sell as 
many as I could for the least price. (1 am not talking 
over doing it, but enough to supply the demand, 
which I believe is there is if the price and quality are 
there!) I think I would end up with more satisfied 
customers and a continuing business! Maybe not! 
ABNCo has decided to reduce its output and sell 
them for more than before! Many collectors that I 
have talked to believe they (ABNCo) had already 
priced themselves beyond their (the collectors) 
means! I have had several letters from members 
indicating that they would not participate in the 
"limited offering." Wither we goest? 


Now comes a price increase from the BEP and an 
apparent "new" kind of card (which at Art's report 
worries me). Is the increase to cover increased costs 
of the "normal" card or the "new' and, by the way, 
who asked for it? The FMA/BIA produced a fold- 
ed triptych at NAPEX (see SCJ 14:2, pp. 2-3). Heavy

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


I would like to wish a happy New Year to our mem- 
bership. I hope the holidays were enjoyable and 
fulfilling. We are about to start a new year of card 
collecting which has some interesting variables. 


The Bureau of Engraving and Printing (BEP) has 
changed the format of this year’s [1995] card switch- 
ing to a folded card. | am not sure what my reaction 
to this will be. I collect all my cards both mint and 
show-canceled. The I store them in archival safe 
plastic pages in a standard three-ring binder. I hope 
that these new cards can be presented in a manner 
consistent with the rest of my collection and allow 
me to enjoy simultaneously the cancel and the 
design. 


The American Bank Note Company (ABNCo) has 
switched to a limited edition, annual subscription, 
at exorbitant prices, that required an advanced 
order [order had to be made before 15 November]. 
I purchased an ABNCo subscription because I have 
the first 130 cards they printed in my collection. My 
concern is that the availability to new collectors will 
be limited and expensive. This may discourage 
people from collecting the prior material and there- 
fore reduce the value of the older material in the 
after market. ABNCo may issue some additional 
cards during the year but they have not announced 
anything specific yet. 


The third significant item was the sellout of the BEP 
Centennial card and the return of 500 orders 
(including mine). During the ASDA show in New 
York in November, many collectors were looking to 
obtain a piece for their collections. The BEP has 
announced that they will reprint the card in an edi- 
tion of 6,000 in a different color during the second 
quarter of 1995. That means that serious card col- 
lectors now must buy the new variety created by the 
reissue. I was lucky enough to get a card from one 
of my fiends. Those of you that have extra pieces 
have a valuable item that should bring a substantial 
premium in a sale or trade. 
> 

If you have not sent in your 1995 dues please make 
out that check now. The cost remains $20. and that 
includes the annual intaglio card as well as the four 
issues of the Journal. The response to our 
addressed envelope inserted in the previous issue 
was decent but most of the membership has not 
responded yet. I have learned there was a printing 
error on the envelopes we supplied and some mem- 
bers have had their checks returned. We apologize

The PACIFICA 97 show is 
the major International Exhibition which is held in 
the United States once every 10 years. This show 
will be 11 days long encompassing two weekends. 


We need people to staff the table and make our 
presence worthwhile. We need a member to volun- 
teer to be show chairman. I have received several 
complaints from West Coast members about the 
lack of activities easily accessible to them. Well, 
here is an opportunity for you Westerners to extend 
yourselves and make your presence felt!

A J.S.G. BOGGS SOUVENIR CARD CREATION 


This past January, at the FUN show in Orlando, FL, 
artist James Stephen George Boggs dreamed up the 
idea of having some “fun” with the BEP souvenir 
cards issued for the show (B 179). 


A “Boggs’ Transaction” took place on the floor or 
the show. A Boggs’ $20 bill was used for the pur- 
chase of four BEP “Unfinished Masterpieces” sou- 
venir cards for $16.00 and the $4.00 in change and 
the receipt was kept by the owner of the $20 Boggs’ 
bill, thus he had a complete “Boggs’ Transaction” to 
covet. 


Boggs planned to add his own art to the cards 
which he pre-sold to four people on the bourse 
floor. Before the show ended, Boggs reworked the 
cards with lettering and numbers, added his signa- 
ture and his thumb print authentication. 


I spoke to Boggs at the ANA Convention in Detroit 
in July. He had just recently completed the four

cards since the FUN show and had them displayed 
at his booth. He asked me the provoking question 
about what I knew to be the highest priced souvenir 
card. I told him that dealer Ken Barr had a card 
priced at $2,500. Some older cards have been sold 
up to and more than $2,500. In Memphis, Boggs 
pre-sold ten cards for $500 each and pre-sold ten 
cards at ANA, Detroit, for $750 each. It is too early 
to know what the after market prices will bring.

A 
black print, 1987 ABNCo “200th Anniversary 
Constitution souvenir card (SO 55) was also raffled. 
During the raffle, Paul explained that this print was 
not an error but was from a small first printing 
which was rejected for the eventual blue issued card 
(SO 54). The disposition of the remaining show 
cards will be determined at the November ASDA 
Chapter meeting in New York.

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THE GRAVE OF JOHN HOWARD PAYNE REVISITED 


In the First Quarter 1994 SCCS Journal, William 
Kriebel presented an excellent biographical sketch 
of John Howard Payne(see SCJ 14:1, p. 41). Not to 
be outdone, | decided to pursue further research on 
both John Howard Payne and the (reburial invita- 
tion) souvenir card(see SCJ 14:1, p. 37). 


I found a biography of John Howard Payne written 
by a friend, fellow writer and, later, a pall-bearer at 
his reinterment. This book is titled “Home Sweet 
Home” and is by Gabriel Harrison, published in 
1884 by J.R. Lippincott & Co., Philadelphia. 


It is written that the late multi-millionaire, William 
W. Corcoran, founder of the Corcoran Art GAllery 
in Washington, DC, was disturbed one bright sunny 
Sunday afternoon while on a coach ride through 
Washington. It had come to his attention that the 
writer of “Home Sweet Home,” his favorite ballad, 
was not buried in his native land. Hence, Mr. 
Corcoran took it upon himself to have the remains 
of John Howard Payne transported from Tunis to 
the United States. Receiving no financial support 
from the U.S. Government, Mr. Corcoran sponsored 
this entire expedition: removing the remains of Mr. 
Payne in Tunis, having his body transported to New 
York City by ocean liner and finally transported by 
train to Washington, DC for the re-burial. 


Mr. Corcoran financed all the arrangements for the 
re-burial ceremony in Washington, including the 
elaborate memorial in Oak Hill Cemetery in 
Georgetown. I believe that Mr. Corcoran also fund- 
ed the engraved invitation. I discovered that Mrs. 
J.C. Whelling (wife of Dr. J.C. Whelling, President of 
Columbia University and Chairman of the 
Committee of Arrangements) has been credited as 
the designer of this invitation. I consulted Cecilia 


Robert Hallett (SCCS 1619) 


Wertheimer (Curator at the BEP) concerning this 
invitation. She could find no engraved portrait of 
John Howard Payne in the BEP records. By coinci- 
dence, Curt Radford called me and inquired if I had 
looked at the name of the person invited to this 
event on the card that I published in the Journal. 
The person invited was George Washington (G.W.) 
Casilear. Mr. Casilear was the lead engraver at the 
BEP during the 1890's! It appears that Mr. Corcoran 
may have privately commissioned Mr. Casilear to 
engrave this card. | am still making inquiries as to 
who or what printing company produced the invi- 
tation. 


[According to Gene Hessler’s The Engraver’s Line 
(1993, BNR Press), George Washington Casilear was 
born in New York City in 1825 and died in 
Charlottesville, VA, in 1912. He joined the National 
Currency Bureau (BEP)in 1862, was appointed 
Superintendent of Engraving on 16 December 18839, 
and retired on 30 October 1893. Ed.]
